The 
lutioductloD of 4 third ticket by an lode- 
pendent flt-meLt dissatisfied with may- 
orally DomlDatlune of f>otb tbe Kepubll- 
cau and Democratic parties lu Newark, 
bas made It almost Impossible to get a 
tine oo tbe outcome of tbe election. Tbe 
Democrats are hopeful of carrying tbe 
city of Newark for tbelr candidate fur 
Mayor, and also of carrying tbe Eighth 
Congressional District for tbelr Con¬ 
gressional Domioee If there Is good 
ground for sued hope, and tbe Independ- 
eut ticket polls a fair percentage ol vetes, 
lb j re Is ground for fear tL it tbe Repub¬ 
lican Assembly ticket will be defeated. 
Tbe regular Republican candidate for 
Mayor of Newark was tbe guest- of tbe 
Liquor Dealer*' Association during the 
past week, and made a speech which has 
further complicated the ltuatlon of the 
regular Republicans, aud given addi¬ 
tional z j st to the ludejeodent move¬ 
ment. Tbe effect uf rec-ut temperance 
legislation te manifesting Itself lu the 
mayoralty fight in Newat k. It Is * case 
where a 1 >csl Issue Is made paramount, 
and tbe State and National Issues in¬ 
volved In the campaign are made second¬ 
ary. Tbe Newark mayoralty tight la 
likely to give rise to a strong opposition 
to tbe single election plao. When tbe 
elections were tuergeJ It was feared that 
tbe effect of the Uw would prove detri¬ 
mental to tbe proper consideration of 
local matters by tbe voters. Tbe efle«t 
seems to be toe teveree. In tbe current 
campaign Aaeeuibiymeu are to be chosen 
who will e;oet a I ulted States Senator. 
Members i f Cougr^ee are also to be 
cboser’, but these important St its and 
Nation .1 matters a»e secondary to tbe 
moral Issue Involved in tbe Newark 
mayoralty fight. An loi; r^e-lou pr-valle 
that the R-publ!o n# were led Into a 
ekilrully laid trip lu taking up ternpe- 
ranee It glslatlou. The lutlueooes which 
originated tbe temperwnce measure 
passed fey the L^glslutuia and stirred up 
the agitation of It, Is uot conspicuous 
now lu ral'ylng to tbe support of tbe 
party that passed tbe measure. The 
unfortunate spectacle Is now beheld ot 
tbe Republican candidate for Mayor of 
tbe city of Newark denouncing the tem¬ 
perance measure and auotber Republi¬ 
can candidate supporting tbe measure, 
40 d pledged, If elected, to enfoice It. 
Tbe fact Is apparent tbit tbe Republican 
party Is spilt lb two. Perhaps the 
originators of the temperance measure 
had such an end In view when they 
brought forward tbelr bill. If such was 
the oase the game was well played, and 
numerous gullible Republicans may have 
occasion to kfck themselves bard alter 
election day. 

Newark's l^ctl issue pf Sunday beer 
Belling has endangered tbe success of tbe 
Republican ticket lu this county on No¬ 
vember 6. It baa divided tbe Republi¬ 
can paxtj. It Das caused a depression 
In political circles*that will woik to tbe 
Advantage of tbe democratic party. 

To Uivlde Assessment. 

Mayor Arthur J. Lockw«. od and mem- 
bet s of tbe Road Committee of tbe GIsd 
R idge Council met od Monday night and 
dlecuased t ie quettion of aeaessmenta 
levied on property owners directly bene¬ 
fited by tbe constmotloD of Ibe P«rkway. 
At tbe meet leg of tbe Council two weeks 
ago propei ty owners turned out In large 
numbers and protested against the as- 
seesmeuts levied, and wblls all eald that 
they were willing to pay their scare for 
toe Impiovement, they objected to tbe 
entire cost being saddled upon them. 
They declared that the’ assessment 
should be levied on the borough at large 
•nd placed In the tex levy. 

Ou Monday night It was decided to 
reoommend to tbe Council that the as¬ 
sessment, amounting to $6,000, be di¬ 
vided, whereby one-half will be put In 
the tnx levy and the remainder levied 
directly on tbe property owners bene¬ 
fited. Ibis, It Is believed, will be satis¬ 
factory. _

An announcement by tbe Public 
Service Corporation appears In this 
issue of the CmzSN aod relates to fu¬ 
ture prices for gas aDd electric lighting 
and trolley fares. 

On aud after November 1 Dcxt the 
troliey carfare from any polut In Essex 
county, except E-fgle ltuck, Caldwell 
and Verona, will be rive cents ou >i 
continuous trip, with a single irau^f-i, 
and a persou may ride to any pail < f 
Hudaort county for a Qve-cent fare. 
The fare from any place lu Hudeou 
county to any plaoe lu Essex couuty 
reached by the trolley lines except 
Eagle Rock, Caldwell or Verona, will be 
ten cents, with a single transfer In each 
county. The fare from any point lu 
Essex county with the same exceptions, 
to any point In Uulon oouuty as far as 
Cranford, will be teu cents, aud from 
Hudson county fifteen ceDts.

An error lo last week’s notes Is here 
coirected. The title of tbe text book 
for 1906-19b7 In tne mission study 
classes Is •* Chrlstus Redemptor." 

Dr. Breasted, profetsor of Egyptol¬ 
ogy In tbe University of Chicago, bae 
written " A Hl&tory of Egypt,” wblcb 
la most satisfying, both within and 
without. The binder’s art has made It 
a delight to tbe eye wltb Its ermbollc 
cover deslga In red, blue and gold, aod 
lifting tbe cover we find an exquisite 
frontispiece In color, wblob Is oDly tbs 
first of many Illustrations which illum¬ 
inate tbe text. 

As history, the work Is as accurate as 
painstaking research can make It. 
Depending for material Largely on the 
deciphering of hieroglyphics, Dr. 
Breasted has not drawu from the work 
of others, much of wblcb has been 
Inaccurate and of necessity Incomplete, 
but tine, whenever possible done hla owu 
readiLg from tbe originals, both monu¬ 
ment and manuscript. It Is a history 
of the social, religious and political llle 
of Egypt from the ear llest tltnps to the 
Persian cocquest. 

tjulte a number of books have been 
recently purchased, primarily designed 
for the use of Bible rtudente, Including 
some of especial value to Sunday-school 
teachers of all gradee, 

Attention Is here Called to the In'er 
library ioau system by which a >-ook 
of reference may be drawn from a 
library In another tjwu by applying to 
our librarian. This privilege Is a great 
boon to those studying special subjects 
and desiring to consult a wider range 
of reference books than Is to be found 
In so small a library as our owo;
